SCHOOLS ASSURED

D ESPITE the recent 
announcement that 
the Government was 
scrapping the Building 
Schools for the Future (BSF) 
programme, Hackney has 
received an assurance that 
work to renew all the borough’s 
secondary schools will continue. 

Education Secretary, the 
Rt Hon Michael Gove MP, 
this month told the House 
of Commons the BSF programme 


would end, but some schemes 
which had made good progress 
to date would go ahead. 

The Government’s final list 
of projects allowed to proceed 
included those in Hackney. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “Continuing to 
raise education standards 
in this borough is one of my 
top priorities. 

“Key to this has been 
transforming the quality of 
existing school buildings, as 
well as the creation of our five 
brand new additional schools. 

“We ensured Hackney’s BSF 
programme was one of the 


earliest in the country to start. 

“This along with the quality of 
our plans has ensured that 
Hackney’s schemes will go ahead, 
despite the cutbacks to school 
building projects made elsewhere 
in the country. 

“Hackney schools are already 
seeing the benefit of the BSF 
programme. 

“If it had been cancelled here, 
the impact would have been very 
serious, as we are seeing in 
neighbouring boroughs. 

“I know the media coverage on 
this issue will have worried many 
parents locally and I am very glad 
to be able to reassure them that 


the planned works will go ahead. 
Every secondary school student 
in Hackney will have the benefit 
of the high quality, modern 
school that they deserve.” 

The BSF programme will 
transform every secondary, 
special school and pupil 
referral unit in Hackney 
by 2015. 

Clapton Girls’ Technology 
College and Stoke Newington 
Schools are the first to be 
completed in Hackney and 
will reopen with new state-of- 
the-art facilities in September.

BSF funding has already delivered improvements for 
Clapton Girls Technology College and Stoke Newington 
School, both of which are due to fully re-open in 
September.

W EIRDLY, a foil 
pack of cheese 
and pickle 
sandwiches was 
left on top of the painting 
by a workman for 20 
years. I found them when 
we cleaned the picture and 
they’d become petrified 
like wood. I should have 
put them in an exhibition,” 
says Shaun Caton, 
Homerton hospital’s 
resident Art Curator. 

He is standing beneath 
‘Celebration’ 1986, one of 
the hospital’s finest works 
of art - a commissioned 
painting by Albert Irvin. 
Shaun is responsible for 
looking after the hospital’s 


vibrant art collection 
which lines its corridors, 
wards and exhibition 
space, not to mention 
the open spaces and 
courtyards that are home 
to many sculptures. He has 
worked at Homerton since 
1995 when he says he fell 
into the role. 

“I made it happen myself 
really. I had previously 
noticed the quality and 
sheer volume of artwork 
here and I wrote to the 
director to ask if I could 
curate it. Then the job 
grew from there,” he 
explains. 

Shaun, a professional 
artist who exhibits his 
own work worldwide, 
also runs art workshops 
for patients in the 
Regional Neurological 
Rehabilitation Unit 


(RNRU) - which helps 
people who suffer from 
brain injuries. The job 
has come a long way in 
fifteen years. Shaun says: 

“I used to wheel an old 
trolley of paints around 
the wards and support 
children and older patients 
with dementia in making 
art at their bedsides. Now 
we offer two multi-faceted 
art workshops every week 
and have collaborated 
with over 700 professional 


artists assisting in the art- 
room, offering their talents 
to aid and encourage 
patients through their 
recovery programme. 

We are always inundated 
with offers of voluntary 
support from the artistic 
community in Hackney 
and beyond.” 

The art-room is a 
bright box of organised 
chaos where collages and 
paintings, puppets and 
miniature sculptures adorn 


the walls and ceiling. 

As he speaks, Shaun’s 
belief in the therapeutic 
power of art is infectious. 
He says: “Hackney is a 
rich territory for artists. 

We have 12,000 in the 
borough - maybe the 
biggest concentration in 
Europe. Their work with 
the patients helps to evoke 
memories, bring happiness 
and give people a renewed 
sense of possibility. 
Exhibiting the work gives 
people a reason to feel 
proud and hopeful.” 

He tells stories of great 
talents uncovered. For 
example, the 70-year-old 
man, who had spent his life 
working on the railways 
and began painting 
thousands of dots with a 
brush taped into his hand, 
resulting in abstract work 


of ‘exquisite power.’ “This 
man is not alone”, says 
Shaun, adding: “People in 
this hospital are finding 
their own voice through 
art all the time. It’s a 
profound, mysterious, and 
exciting process and one 
I’m proud to be a part of.” 

Work by RNRU patients 
is currently on show at 
Hackney Museum until 
September, as part of the 
‘Brainboxes and Boundless 
Books’ exhibition. 

The hospital relies on 
donations of work from 
professional artists and 
art materials from local 
businesses.

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All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I recently used the Council’s free, bulky waste 
collection service to take away some unwanted 
furniture from my home. Is it true that materials 
collected in this way are recycled, and if so, how? 

A: It is true. Up to five items, such as 
fridges and washing machines, can be 
collected per visit, and up to four 
collections booked per household 
each year. Items are taken to the 
Council’s Millfields Road depot where 
recyclable materials are separated 
from general waste. Last year, 
approximately 25 per cent of the bulky 
waste collected in the borough was recycled. 

This equates to 500 tonnes per year. The materials recycled 
include: electrical equipment, metal, wood, garden waste, 
cardboard and paint. To arrange a collection, call: 020 8356

O FSTED has praised 
staff and students 
at Hackney 
Community 
College (HCC) in an 
inspection report that cites 
the college’s ‘significant 
progress’. 

The report found the 
college’s standards were 
‘good’, an improvement 
from the ‘satisfactory’ it 
received in 2006. Ofsted 
inspectors visited the 
college in May and noted 


students enjoyed learning, 
were proud of their 
achievements and made 
considerable contributions 
to the community. 

The Government 
watchdog said the standard 
of facilities across the 
Shoreditch campus in 
Falkirk Street was high; and 
that ‘significant investment 
has been made in resources 
- particularly IT’. 

Ofsted commended 
HCC’s ‘well qualified’ staff, 
stating ‘learners speak well 
of their enthusiastic and

Havana Cultura Live, 

Barbican, 6 July 

CUBAN music, like the country, became 
the stuff of legend last century. 

The dazzling, and sadly departed, 
percussionist Tito Puente and the party 
music of Fania All Stars are just a sample 
of the island’s music that has intoxicated 
the world. 

So, a hot summer evening at Barbican, 
Havana Cultura Live, was the fitting 
platform for a new generation of Cuban 
artistic talent, presented by Radio 1 
DJ Gilles Peterson and jazz pianist 
Roberto Fonseca. 

It was a rare treat to hear a young, 
talented and exceptional pianist as 


Roberto; who can switch from Latin beats 
to classical in a heartbeat. 

He and his tight backing band never lost 
the audience, no matter how complicated 
and deceivingly off-tempo the 
arrangements occasionally became. 

Other features on the bill were from the 
precocious English speaker, but vocally 
confident singer Danay and her heartfelt 
love and lost songs, and Cuban hip-hop 
from Ogguere, most notably with their 
garage-remixed track ‘Arroz con Polio’ 
(Rice with Chicken). 

Although sometimes rough around the 
edges, it was refreshing to hear sounds 
experimenting with the conventions of 
salsa and Latin jazz. 

Here’s hoping more artists from the island 
are testing the waters outside the comfort 
zones too.

I ORE than 600 
people took part 
in a Homerton 
I hospital and 
London emergency services 
training exercise that tested 
crisis responses to a scale 
never attempted before, 
according to NHS London. 

On 29 June, the hospital 
went into high alert for

disabled athletes, injuring 
more than 70 people. 

The mocked up accident 
took place at ExCel 
Conference Centre, in the 
Docklands, while 
‘casualties’ were treated at 
Homerton. 

Teams involved included 
150 people from emergency 
services; 120 volunteer 
casualties, many of whom 
were amputees or had 
disabilities; 150 evaluators 
and controllers; and several 
hundred hospital staff. 

Homerton was put on 
major incident alert; 
sections of the 
building were 
closed, accident 
and emergency 
teams donned 
decontamination 
suits and a 
decontamination 
tent was set up.

Project seeks polio stories 

A NEW social history project is looking for people to share 
their stories of living with polio and Post Polio Syndrome. 

The British Polio Fellowship hopes to receive personal 
accounts to create a website anthology of the experiences 
of those that contracted the disease before a preventative 
vaccine was created. 

Stories already feature on the 
website illustrating what some had 
to endure before the vaccine 
became available in 1958, including 
the diary of a mother who visited 
her son every day while he was in 
an ‘iron lung’ ventilator in hospital. 
The Lottery funded website 
incorporates information on the 
discovery of Post Polio Syndrome, a 
neurological condition that affects 
over 1 20,000 people who contracted polio earlier in life - 
equal to those with Parkinson’s disease.

denominations, and 
Hosking’s inclusion of 
extensive catacombs. 

The proposal of a horse- 
carriage entrance covered as 
protection from the weather 
was retained, as was the 
great central spire. 

With architectural 
styles closely associated 
with different forms of 
Christian worship, Hosking 
had to consider what 
approach to take for a 
nondenominational chapel. 
The starting point was an 
English Gothic minster, 
supposedly one in Collison’s 
home town of Beverley. 

This was a period 
when such Gothic 
revival architecture was 
associated with ‘high 
church’ Anglicanism, but 
Hosking used exterior 
brickwork, as well as stone 
facings, Romanesque, and 
Neoclassical features to 
modify his interpretation 
of Gothic and make it 
acceptable to the Company 
and the cemetery’s users. 

The chapel’s unusual 
ten-part rose windows, also 
similar to those at Beverley, 
were echoed in George 
Loddiges’ creation of a 


rosarium containing over 
1,000 cultivars, varieties, 
and species of garden rose. 

Under Loddiges, Abney 
was the first cemetery that 
was also an arboretum, with 
the planting of some 2,500 
different trees and shrubs, 
labelled alphabetically 
around the perimeter of 
the park from Acer to 
Zanthoxylon. 

The local studies library 
at Hackney Archives holds 
two copies of George 
Collison’s book, Cemetery 
Interment , which includes a 
descriptive catalogue of each 
tree, shrub and rose, as well 
as describing the creation of 
the cemetery and chapel. 

Hosking’s design 
brought both praise 
and criticism, but was 
influential in introducing 
the Gothic revival style for 
nonconformist religious 
buildings. However, the 
structure itself did not 
fare well and in less than a

century was in danger 
of collapse. 

Hackney Archives holds 
a report from 1921 by 
architect and distinguished 
architectural historian, 
Martin Shaw Briggs FRIBA, 
which highlights the poor 
state of the chapel. Briggs 
called for immediate action 
and suggested the spire was 
taken down completely, 
offering a sketch showing 
the octagonal tower squared 
off and terminating in a low 
cap, rather than Hosking’s 
soaring structure. Repair 
work was undertaken which 
did alter some features of 
the spire, but Briggs’ more 
drastic solution was not 
taken up.

T HE Grade H-listed 
chapel at the centre 
of Abney Park 
Cemetery has been 
closed for many years 
following damage by fire.

The architect of the chapel 
was William Hosking, 
working in consultation 
with builder John Jay of 
London Wall; George 
Collison II, secretary and 
registrar of the Abney 
Park Cemetery Company;

famous nursery, then 
situated in Mare Street. 
Together, they brought 
into existence Europe’s 
first nondenominational 
cemetery. It was opened in 
May 1840, with the chapel 
carefully planned to reflect 
the lack of bias towards any 
one Christian sect. 

Hosking originally 
designed a symmetrical 
double-chapel, which would 
have enabled two different 
services to be held 
at the same time.

H ackney is 

gearing up for

new central London 
cycle hire initiative. 

The scheme, due to begin 
at the end of 
this month, will give 
residents and visitors 
the opportunity to access a 
new, low cost form 


of transport to get 
around the capital. 

The aim of the Barclays 
Cycle Hire scheme is to 
complement existing 
transport systems and 
also alleviate some of 
the pressure on them. 

People will be able 
to use one of 6,000 
hire bikes at 400 locations 
across Zone 1, 24-hours 
a day.

Cycle storage boost 


RESIDENT Sara Milburn has 
praised a new cycle storage 
facility on her estate. 

“The bike lockers are a 
fantastic addition, as they are 
safe, secure and easy to use,” 
she told the Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Karen Alcock. 

Over 80 bike lockers have 
been installed in nine Hackney 
estates so far, to prevent the 
need to carry them up flights of 
stairs or down narrow 
corridors, while still keeping 
them safe and secure.

Big drop in London bus crime 

BUS crime has fallen to its lowest level in London for six 
years, according to the Greater London Authority. 

It found that during 2009/1 0 there were 2,000 fewer 
offences than the previous year, a drop of eight per cent. 
The Met Police’s Safer Transport Command’s, Chief 
Superintendent Joe Royle, said he believed the drop was 
due to partnership working and the intelligence-led 
policing capability of his teams. 

Beware of lorry blindspots 

TRANSPORT for London (TfL) has unveiled a series of 
measures to improve safety for cyclists. 

Among the announcements was a trial of mirrors at traffic 
lights which help lorry drivers see cyclists at junctions. 
Thirty-one ‘Trixi’ mirrors will be installed on the Barclays 
Cycle Superhighways pilot routes - direct cycle lanes 
connecting Greater London with Central London - by 1 9 
July. A Superhighway running through Hackney is due to 
be delivered by 201 5. The trial coincides with a TfL poster 
campaign which highlights the dangers cyclists face, 
including cycling next to lorries and undertaking on the 
left hand side at road junctions. 



Electric dream machines 

LONDON took a step towards becoming the electric 
vehicle capital of Europe when four new cars were 
introduced into Transport for London’s (TfL) fleet. 

The Mitsubishi i-MiEVs will be used to ensure traffic is 
kept moving during specific roadworks. By the end of the 
year, TfL said it will have up to 1 0 electric vehicles in its 
fleet. David Brown, TfL Managing Director of Surface 


Transport, said over the coming year 1 ,600 charge points 
will be installed in London. He added: “By 2015 we hope 
to have even more electric vehicles on London’s roads

covered for a few minutes and then use as 
normal. This will prevent them spoiling within 
the mix and keep them crisp 

• Now you need to put your chickpeas in the 
mixer. As you mix, add a steady stream of 
olive oil. The mix needs to be slightly sticky 
and easy to mould with some variation in 
texture. If you run the mixer for too long, 
turning the mix to breadcrumbs, you will find 
your burgers come out dense and heavy 


Method 

• Soak the dried chickpeas overnight in double 
their own volume of water. Don't use tinned 
chickpeas as they go soggy and won't hold 
their shape 

• You can also re-hydrate your chilli flakes. 

Use one part vinegar or white wine to four 
parts water and drain as soon as they swell. 

If you do this you won’t need tabasco 

• In the morning drain your chickpeas and 
leave to dry further as you finely chop your 
shallot, garlic and seeds 

• If you aren’t using your veggie burgers that 
day, you’ll have to pickle the shallots in a little 
vinegar or white wine. Just leave them 


• When you are happy with the mix, add your 
dry ingredients, mix briefly, stop and test-cook 
a small portion to check the seasoning 

• You can deep fry, bake or barbecue the 
burgers which should be about 200 grams. 
Any bigger and they will burn on the outside 
without cooking through. 

Top tips 

• Serve with a little mint yogurt. Just chop a 
few mint leaves and mix through some live 
yogurt just before serving. Do this at the last 
minute to keep the mint looking as fresh 

as possible
